2. Novelty (Article 33 (2) PCT) 

2.1 D1 discloses an amide of a bile salt selected from cholate, deoxycholate and 
chenodeoxycholate wherein the group bound to the bile salt by the amide bond is 
a calcitonin decapeptide amide which was also identified as being an analgesic 
(see claims 1-7). D1 further discloses pharmaceutical compositions comprising 
this compound and their use for subcutaneous injection (see col. 2 lines 35-54, 
claims 8-1 1). As a consequence, claims 1-10, 12, 15, 18-23 lack novelty. 

2.2 D3 discloses that conjugation of peptides with cholic acid enhances transepithelial 
transport, ie. oral absorption (see Title). Several bile acid-peptide conjugates were 
tested , based on the general structural formula shown in Fig. 1, and the transport 
ability measured (see Table 1 , Fig. 2 and 3). The results show that this approach 
has the potential to increase intestinal absorption of otherwise poorly absorbed 
peptide molecules (see p.525 col.1 2§). Thus, D3 anticipates claims 1-10, 15, 16, 
18-22.
